NEW YORK, MARCH 17.—The threatened nation-wide railroad strike 


was postponed for 48 hours this afternoon, a few hours before the trainmen 
were scheduled to actually begin walking out. Secretary 
of the 
Interior 


Lane made this announcement after an all night and day session. 


Lane's statement follows: 
"At our request and out of appre-ciation of the national situation, the 


brotherhood and the railroad managers have resumed negotiations, and in 
the hope that some adjustment may be had that will avoid the necessity for 
a strike, the brotherhoods wired or telephoned their general chairmen asking 
that all action be postponed for 48 hours, and unless prior to that time ad- 
vised of a settlement, the men will leave the service under the authority al- 
ready given." 


The statement was signed by Secretary Lane, Daniel Willard and Sec- 


retary of Labor Wilson, three members of the national council of defense 
committee appointed mediators by President Wilson to make a final effort 
to avert the Strike. 


It was pointed out that this postponement of 48 hours will allow time 


for a possible decision by the supreme court on the constitutionality of the 
Adamson law Monday. 


TO RESUME CONFERENCE SUNDAY. 


The agreement was reached after a night and day of practically unin- 


terrupted mediation and conferences..

.... MAY PREVENT STRIKE. 


NEW YORK, MARCH 17.—"Chances of an agreement to prevent the rail 


way sinks are good," Secretary of the Interior Lane, one of President Wil- 
son's mediators, announced shortly before 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
Lane 


had just come from a brief conference with the railway managers and presi- 
dents. 
Previously he had been in session with the other mediators, and the 


brotherhood leaders for nearly four hours 
After talking with the railway 


managers and presidents but a few minutes he hurried back to where Secre- 
tary of Labor Wilson and Daniel Wiltard. the other mediators, were still 
conferring with the Brotherhood chiefs. Lane made his announcement as he 
went back into the conference with the brotherhood leaders. He refused to 
give any information as to what form the agreement would take. He said, 
however, that he hoped to be able to make a statement clearing up the en- 
tire matter at 3 o'clock. 


The railway presidents and managers entered a joint conference with 


the brotherhood leaders and the government mediators at 2:35 o'clock this 
afternoon. 
It was learned the brotherhood chiefs have not yet agreed to a 


postponement of the strike order. Secretary Lane has been working to ob- 
tain this postponement so that more lengthy discuss'on of a proposition for 
settlement may be had. When the joint session began optimism was at its 
highest point since the conference began. It is known that the government 
mediators have felt that if they could Qet the two bodies into a joint con- 
ference they would be able to reach a settlement.

a i-onstitutional assembly can he hold, insisted upon set tint; npa temporary 
regency under the Grand T)uke Michael. 


All news dispatches Friday stated that Michael hail 'resigned tlie reg- 


ency thrus-l upon him Wednesday and the republican form had been decid- 
ed upon. Thc-,e dispatches also mentioned the formal abdication of Czar 
Nicholas and his waiver of succession on behalf of tho erarevitch, his 13-year- 
old son. who, it is reported, later died in tho royal palace from the effects 
ol the excitement Iliat attended the revolution. Ito had been ill woth scarlet 
f'-ver. 


SAY MICHAEL HAS ACCEPTED THRONE. 


Saturday's news from Petrograd however changed the entire complexion
